Forum 
wit] do a large share in bringing' together the discordant ele- 
riiehfs of the nation."

'• It is to be hoped that it will, so far as discord exists. 
Out 


is there such discord'and danger of disintegration, as were pic- 
tured at this'meeting? Just now there is much pulling and 
hauling in the industrial world, but this does not mean that the 
country, is falling to pieces or is in danger of doing so. 'I here 
•are plenty of selfish interests at work, but their work pertains 
almost entirely to matters of busines'saiul'indusliy arid not lo 
the broad, basic principles on .which,11'ie safety of the country 
rests.

In the broad sense Ihe capitalist is not against the laborer, 


nor is the laborer against the capitalist. Bolh understand that 
their interests arc bound up together, and while they may have 
their difference's regarding the division of the fruits of industry 
neither is ready to. take steps which would endanger the peace 
•and security of the country. 


i. While, the relations between the whiles and the negroes are 
not yet ideal, they are steadily improving, and in spite of oc- 
casional lawless outbreaks are belter today than ever before. 
If wealth is trying to oppress (he poor—a's few thinking peo- 
ple are ready "to admit—it is succeeding poorly in,the under- 
taking, for there never was a lime in the history of the coun- 
try when the poorer classes enjoyed such privileges and ad- 
vantages as tliey'do today. There arc more and belter schools, 
more public libraries and playgrounds and more opportunities 
for poor boys and girls, to make their way in l.hc world lhan 
there ever were befoV6;

The times at preseilt are' abnormal, and workers and others 


are so intent upon "making, hay .while the sun shines" that 
friction.in spots is .occasioned; but at heart the people arc for 
the dotmtry's'intercsfsand.advaiicement andjarc in no danger 
of "disnitegratiii^" in the real sense of thai tqrm. 


Thcy'ii'uve'tlieir troubles,' most of which are greatly magni-
